Mro  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  havepleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1957  upon  the  public  health  circumstances  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Strood. 

POKfLATI ON .  There  was  an  increase  of  1270  in  the  Registrar 
General's  estimate  from  23,420  in  1956  to  24,690  for  the 
present  year. 

BIRTH  RATE.  The  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population 
shows  an  increase  -  17o69  for  the  present  year  compared  with 
16o78  for  the  previous  year. 

The  still=birth  rate  for  1957  was  16o01. 

GENERAL  DEATH  RATEo  The  death  rate  for  1957  was  9  <,15  per 
thousand  of  the  population<,  The  1956  rate  was  9«35.  The 
total  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  during  1957  was  226 
as  compared  with  219  in  1956. 

NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  THE  POPULATION.  The  number  of  births 
in  1957  exceeded  the  deaths  by  211;  in  1956  this  figure 
was  174. 

INFANT  MORTALITY o  The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  was  2^28  and  the  rate  for  1956  was  17o81.  The 
number  of  such  infants  dying  in  the  district  during  1957 
was  1  and  in  1956,  ?<. 


PR07I3I0N  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  ARM.  These 
services  are  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council, 
and  following  my  usual  practice  I  have  included  a 
summary  of  the  local  services  available  on  pages  9-21. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.  A  tabulated  statement  showing  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  is  included  in  the  report. 
For  the  eleventh  successive  year  no  diphtheria  occurred  in 
the  district. 

Extracts  from  the  Council’s  tuberculosis  records  are 
also  included.  Two  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  during 
1957 . 

ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME  -  BURNS  AND  SCALDS 
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Attention  is  again  drawn  to  this  matter.  More  than 
6,000  persona  die  each  year  because  of  accidents  in  the 
home.  It  is  estimated  that  upwards  of  50,000  non-fatal 
accidents  require  hospital  treatment.  Most  of  this 
suffering  is  avoidable. 

The  major  factor  is  clothing  coming  into  contact 
with  heating  elements  or  flame  of  an  inadequately  guarded 
fire . 


Most  fatal  home  accidents  are  due  to  burns  in  the 
very  young  or  in  extreme  old  age.  Inadequate  supervision 
of  young  children,  and  the  aged  whose  senses  may  be  failing 
and  physical  and  mental  deterioration  may  reduce  the  capacity 
to  cO“03?dinate  thou^t  and  action. 

Carelessness,  apathy  and  lack  of  knowledge  are  the 
causes  of  most  accidents  in  the  home.,  amd  it  is  the  personal 
contact  of  doctors,  nurses  and  social  workers  with  the  people 
in  their  homes  that  is  likely  to  bring  most  rewarding  results . 

Fireguards  must  be  securely  fixed;  kitchens  should  be 
carefully  planned  and  of  adequate  size,  and  well  lifted. 

CANCER 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  40. 

The  general  public  has  a  completely  wrong  idea  about 
cancer  -  they  imagine  that  it  automatically  me^s  death; 
yet  there  are  thousands  of  cured  cancer  patients  living 
happy,  useful  lives. 


The  reason  whj  so  many  do  not  know  that  thousands 
are  cured  is  because  many  of  those  patients  were  never 
told  that  they  had  cancer  to  them  it  was  ’stomach 
trouble  %  or  a  duodenal  ulcers  This  ’justifiable 
distortion  of  the  tinithi  is  one  of  the  unwitten  laws 
of  the  meuical  professlonc 

One  reason  why  ez-=>patients  will  not  publicise  their 
cure  is  that  the  general  public  still  believes  that  cancer 
is  infectious  or  contagious.  They  also  have  the  equally 
false  idea  that  it  is  hereditary «  If  people  would  only 
recognise  the  basic  danger  signals^  such  as  persistent  sorest 
lumps  or  thickenings  unusual  bleeding  or  discharge^  hoarse=» 
ness  or  ocug^  and  report  them  early  ^  they  would  give  them¬ 
selves  and  the  doctor  a  far  better  chance  of  eure*  These 
danger  signals  may  not  mean  cancer^  but  they  should  always 
mean  an  immediate  visit  to  your  doctor  for  general  physical 
examination 3  blood  test  and  X-ray.  I  cannot  stress  too 
strongly  that  once  cancer  has  been  allowed  to  spread ^  it  is 
extremely  difficult  for  any  surgeon  to  effect  a  cure. 

What  is  cancer?  The  cells  of  the  human  body  divide 
repeatealy  and  it  is  Indeed  a  miracle  that  such  a  delicate 
mechanism  can  operate  successfully  for  so  longo  These 
individual  cells  recreate  themselves  day  in  and  day  out  to 
form  part  of  our  bodies;  each  has  a  little  eharacter-^forming 
element 5  infinitesimally  small ^  called  the  nutro-protein. 

This  element  seems  to  know  what  it  wants  the  oncoming  cells 
to  do^  and  if  ?/e  bombard  this  little  element  with  a  cancer»“ 
causing  agents  it  can  change  quite  easily  and  regularly  the 
character j  shape  and  substance  of  the  oncoming  cell, 

Ihis  can  be  done  in  test  laboratories  to  live  h^e.n 
cells  in  test  tubes  ^  or  to  small  animals  o  When  for 
example  a  mouse  is  painted  with  a  chemical  known  to  change 
tha  sharaoter^f oming  elements  of  the  cell^  the  mouse  becomes 
cancerous  c  Gancer«=eausing  elements  are  common  in  scientific 
research  and  consist  of  well  over  SOO  chemicals  currently 
used  in  industry o  It  has  long  been  known  that  soot  is  a 
cancer““ causing  agents  also  diesel  oil  fumes concentrated 
petrol  f umes g  anh  conoentrated  hot  cigarette  fumes «  The 
interesting  problem  is  why  some  people  exposed  to  all  these 
various  caxicer-^causlng  agents  do  not  get  the  disease 
Scientists  have  concluded  that^  apart  from  a  concentrated 
dose  of  any  cue  carcinogen  which  few  people’s  cells  could 
withstand,  those  who  are  physically  ill=»balanced  are  most 


susceptible  to  cancer.  In  fact,  you  and  I,  all  of  us  are 
throwing  off  the  cancer  virus ,  both  the  dormant  and  the 
active  kind,  every  day  of  our  lives,  but  if  something 
upsets  the  glandular  balance  of  the  body,  which  stems  from 
the  pituitary  at  the  base  of  the  skull,  we  become  likely 
’customers’,  Great  mental  stress  or  anxiety  can  disturb 
the  pituitary,  and  it  has  been  found  that  cancer  follows, 
^'or  example,  statistics  show  that  many  women  develop 
cancer  of  the  breast  as  a  delayed  re-action  after  great 
emotional  strain. 

ANTI -MALARI JI.  MEASURES  -  ISLE  OF  GRAIN 

Professor  Shuts,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  reports  - 

’  on  my  visits  to  Grain  this  summer  mosquitoes  are  less 
numerous  this  year  than  I  have  ever  experienced  before, 
I  understand  that  the  gravel  pits  are  being  made 
unsuitable  for  breeding  and  if  this  is  so  it  is  bound 
to  reduce  very  greatly  the  mosquito  nuisance,’ 


Since  the  spraying  of  marsh  ponds  and  ditches  began 
on  the  8th  April  the  two  men  employed  have  treated  the 
whole  of  the  grain  peninsular  and  parts  of  Stoke  and 
Allhallows  adjoining.  Houses  and  farm  buildings  have 
also  been  treated,  Eetreatment  has  commenced  starting 
around  Grain  village  and  working  outwards . 

Sampling  of  the  marsh  water  for  mosquito  larvae 
continues  and  to  date  no  evidence  has  been  found  of  re¬ 
infestation.

Collection  and  disposal  of  domeatlo  refuse 

Throu^out  the  district  domestic  refuse  is  collected 
weekly  and  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping 
in  a  disused  chalk  pit  in  the  Parish  of  Cuxton.  The 
refuse  tip  is  treated  regularly  to  prevent  rat  infestation 
and  during  the  sxunmer  period  insecticides  are  applied  to 
prevent  the  breeding  of  flies  and  crickets . 

Cesspool  and  Pail  Closet  emptying 

With  the  exception  of  those  areas  in  which  a  public 
sewer  is  provided  cesspools  are  emptied,  upon  request, 
free  of  charge  up  to  a  maxim\im  of  four  times  per  year. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of 
Hoo,  Isle  of  Grain  and  Allhallows,  and  twice  per  week 
in  the  Parish  of  Stoke. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Sewers  are  provided  for  the  drainage  of  premises 
in  the  parishes  of  All hall ows ,  Frindsbury  Extra,  Hailing, 
Hoo,  Grain,  Higham  and  Shorne. 

The  new  sewer  at  Stoke  is  nearing  completion  and 
connections  will  be  made  during  1958. 

After  treatment,  the  effluent  of  the  Allhallows  and 
the  Isle  of  Grain  sewers  empties  into  the  River  Thames  and 
the  others  into  the  River  Medway.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Tlae  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  relating  to 
the  installation  of  nev/  furnaces,  the  heights  of  chimneys 
and-  smoke  control  areas  came  into  force  on  the  31st  December, 
1956.  The  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  June,  1958. 

The  District  Council  is  a  constituent  member  of  the 
Thameside  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Abatement  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution.  Approved  instruments  for  the  measurement  of 
atmospheric  pollution  in  the  form  of  grit  and  dust,  and 
sulphur  dioxide  are  sited  in  the  parishes  of  Cliff e, 
Frindsbury  Extra  and  Hailing.  The  estimated  degree  of 
pollution  in  the  areas  where  the  instruments  are  sited  is 
taken  at  monthly  intervals  and  the  figures  for  1957  are 
tabulated  on  pages  32  and  33.

FACTORIES  ACT.  1937 

Fifty  -two  factories  and  thirty-six  other  premises 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  inspected  during  the 
year,  a  total  of  61  visits  being  made.

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PREVENTION  Off  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 


2610  Inspections  were  carried  out  to  all  classes 
of  premises  under  tlie  provisions  of  the  above  Act. 

Of  the  99  premises  found  to  be  infested  the  owners 
of  31  carried  out  disinfestation  themselves  and  the  Rodent 
Officer  operated  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  at 
the  remainder. 


PETROLEDI.I  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT.  1928 

There  were  86  installations  licenced  to  store  petroleum- 
spirit  during  the  year  and  the  number  of  premises  licenced 
to  store  carbide  of  calcium  was  25. 

The  Petroleum-Spirit  (Conveyance  by  Road)  Regulations, 
1957  came  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1957.  The  regulations 
are  formed  to  give  greater  security  from  fire  and  explosion 
-whilst  transporting  and  delivering  petroleum-spirit. 

95  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.
